creator Rovio Entertainment and Lu- 
casfilm, will depict ‘Angry Birds” char- 
acters as the heroes of the science fic- 
tion saga.

The CTA opened two new stations this yean the Oakton- 
Skokie station on the Yellow Line and the Morgan station 
on the Green and Pink lines on the Near West Side. 

Also on the Green Line, construction is expected to 
begin next year on the $50 million Cermak station on the 
Near South Side. 

Meanwhile, work is under way to improve the Loyola 
stop in Rogers Park and the Clark/Division stop on the 
Near North Side. The CTA said it also will overhaul the 
Wilson station in Uptown (artist’s rendering below) start- 
ing next year. There is a project meeting Thursday.

Public displays 

Eighteen stations on 
the South Side-nearly 
half of the 37 stops- 
feature artwork. 

Twenty-three of the 
North Side stations- 
about one-fifth of the 
108 stops-display art. 

The CTA is soliciting 
applications to create 
artwork at the seven 
North Side Red Line 
stations undergoing 
rehabilitation. The 
CTA plans to spend 
up to $99,000 in fed- 
eral funds per station. 
Submissions are due by 
Wednesday. 


Car crawl 

The South Side fares better than the North Side 
in terms of slow zones, during which trains travel 
35 mph or slower. The major slow zone on the 
South Side is along the Red Line south of Cermak 
Road to 95th Street, which the CTA hopes to rec- 
tify next year by overhauling the track starting 
in May. 

Currently, 31 percent of this track is under slow 
zone. Meanwhile, a portion of the Green Line, 
mostly on the South Side, also is under slow 
zone. 

On the North Side, trains on the Blue, Purple, 
Red, Brown and Green lines and Loop track 
are running at reduced speed. The Purple and 
Brown line tracks are the worst-about 24 per- 
cent and 23 percent of track under slow zones, 
respectively. 

In the Loop, about 24 percent of track is under 
slow zone. The CTA shut down parts of the Loop 
over multiple weekends this summer to improve 
the signal system on that section of track. 


Seeing red 

There are two major 
Red Line projects 
in the works. On 
the South Side, 
the extension of 
the Red Line from 
95th Street to 
130th Street was 
one of the major 
transit tenets of 
Mayor Emanuel’s 
campaign. 

The CTA said next 
year’s work on the 
southern portion 
of the Red Line is 
needed in order 
for the extension 
to move forward. 
Also necessary is an 
upgrade to the 95th 
Street Red Line ter- 
minal. The CTA said 
it hopes to have the 
design for this ter- 
minal completed by 
the end of the year, 
and construction 
would begin after 
next year’s track 
work. 

Claypool has 
promised the sta- 
tion will remain 
open during this 
overhaul, which 
should last until 
2016 or 2017, the 
CTA said. 

On the North Side, 
the controversial 
Red and Purple 
Modernization 
project calls for all 
stations to be acces- 
sible for riders with 
disabilities and/or 
some stations to be 
closed fora quicker 
ride between the 
North Side and 
downtown. 

The CTA is study- 
ing the possibili- 
ties for this project 
and said it should 
have updates 
later this year or 
early next year. 

At a September 
meeting hosted 
by Edgewater Aid. 
Harry Osterman 
(48th), a CTA official 
said this project is 
“10 years out.’’ 


Track stars 

Ten of the South Side’s 37 stations- 
about 27 percent of stops-have elec- 
tronic displays that show arrival times 
for trains. On the North Side, 19 of 108 
stations-about 17 percent of stops- 
have digital Train Tracker displays. 

Claypool said that by this time next 
year, all 145 rail stations will have a 
Train Tracker display. 

The rail deal 

The new, controversial rail cars with 
the aisle-facing seats already are 
on the Green and Pink lines, which 
each have 10 stations on the South 
Side. The Red Line, which has 10 sta- 
tions on the South Side (including 
Roosevelt), is next in line for these 
cars, which should debut next month. 

Meanwhile, the Brown and Blue 
lines, which solely serve the North 
Side, will not receive cars with the 
aisle-facing seats. The CTA said these 
two will get rehabbed cars. 

CTA spokesman Brian Steele said 
the agency already has started retir- 
ing the oldest cars of the fleet, those 
on the Blue Line with accordion 
doors.

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Death toll rises in 
meningitis outbreak 

D NASHVILLE, Tenn. Health officials on 
Monday reported an additional 14 
cases in a fungal meningitis outbreak linked 
to steroid injections that has now killed eight 
people and infected 105 in nine states. 

The widening outbreak has alarmed U.S. 
health officials and focused attention on regu- 
lations of pharmaceutical compounding com- 
panies like the one that produced the drugs, 
the New England Compounding Center Inc 
in Framingham, Mass. 

The New England Compounding Center is 
being investigated for producing a contami- 
nated steroid shot that included the meningi- 
tis fungus. 

The number of deaths has risen to eight 
from seven reported Sunday according to the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion. 

The steroid is used as a painkiller, usually 
for the back, and could have been injected in

Survivor: Luvabulls 


It takes more than poms 
and a smile to make 
the Bulls’ dance team 

By Ryan Smith I for redeye 
Considering she’d just spent several weeks 
preparing for it, the seven minutes Ashley 
Piepenbrink spent kicking, twirling and danc- 
ing in front of judges in her bid to join the 
Luvabulls felt more like two seconds. 

The 24-year-old from Wrigleyville hired a 
personal trainer to help her lose 3 inches off 
her waist and spent much of her free time 
practicing dance moves. But when one of 
the judges came backstage to announce who 
would stay for the second round, Piepen- 
brink’s number was not called. 

“Honestly I knew what to expect, but that 
still felt like it was over very soon,” she said. 

As the Bulls open their preseason home 
schedule Tuesday it’s the Luvabulls’ time 
to shine, too. Time is of the essence when 
you’re trying to earn a coveted spot on the 
Bulls’ dance team. Of the 155 women who au- 
ditioned recently at the United Center, less 
than half made it to the next stage— making 
every moment spent performing freestyle 
dance moves, thrusting legs up in a kick line 



and answering biographical questions in front 
of the seven judges essential. 

“The audition starts out the minute you 
walk in and you have to leave a good impres- 
sion,” said Jessica Piper, 22, of Brookfield. “It’s 
very fast-paced but they warned us about that.” 

The dizzying speed left Erin Collier, 23, out 
of breath as she trotted off the United Center 
court following her tryout. 

“That was an intense kick line right there,” 
she said while bending down for air. 

The new contenders were teamed up with 
Luvabulls veterans during the afternoon ses- 
sions, and those veterans are required to com-

pete for their jobs again. By the end of the ex- 
hausting day 50 were selected for a three-day 
minicamp. From there, only 25 dancers made 
the final squad. 

Because there are so many potential Luv- 
abulls in the morning session, the women 
each wear a number attached to their tops. 
The judges then study each woman’s perfor- 
mance and take notes divided into three cat- 
egories: appearance, personality and dance. 
Team director Cathy Core expects each Luv- 
abull to score highly in all three. 

“I always like to say that I’m looking for the 
total package in a person— looks, body, per- 
sonality and performance level,” she said. 

Core said she looks for women who are 
height and weight proportionate and have a 
look that’s glamorous, yet “girl-next-door ap- 
proachable.” Dance ability sometimes trumps 


all, however. 

“If a girl doesn’t have the right look, maybe 
that look can be changed a bit with the magic 
of makeup and hair coloring. Regular work- 
outs can change a body very quickly,” she said. 
“But if the girl can’t dance, that’s a problem.” 

The interview also is important, said judge 
Tracie Marciniak, a former Luvabull dancer 
and choreographer, because the women are 
ambassadors to the community 

“This isn’t just about grabbing some pom- 
poms and cheering on our stars and being a 
fan,” she said. “We also need to know what’s 
their background, what’s their resume, can 
they multitask.” 

Still, even with a set of criteria, narrowing 
down so many quality candidates is tough, 
Marciniak said. 

“I always say that no one should feel a sense 
of rejection because there is so much talent 
and there’s going to be quality people that 
slip between the cracks because there’s such 
an amazing amount of competition,” she said. 

Piepenbrink believes she’s one of them. 

“I feel like it’s almost luck a little bit to get 
them to see you,” she said. “I wanted to be 
like, ‘Hey I’m over here!’ But it’s OK, I had 
a great experience and I’ll be back next year.”
